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Hurricane of '38 Pictures Discovered

Mattapoisett resident Tim Smith recently 
discovered a cache of photographs depicting the 
Hurricane of 1938's aftermath in Mattapoisett. The 
original pictures, which are believed to be previously 
unpublished, were purchased by Mr. Smith from a New 
York dealer in an online auction. 

The photograph collection mostly depicts the 
Angelica Point area, where the legendary hurricane 
virtually destroyed an entire neighborhood. The pictures 
remind us of a storm that tossed cars aside like toys, and 
rendered cottages into nothing but sticks and debris. One 
of the pictures shows a metal bed frame thrown from a 
home, and another shows a wind-tossed car in the salt 
marsh. As details of the 1938 hurricane fade from our 
area's collective memory, we must rely on the stories of 
our parents, grandparents, and pictures. Photographs like 
these are valuable to historians, especially since Mr. Smith 
noted that some of the pictures are labeled with the names 
of the residents shown. 

Mr. Smith granted The Wanderer the first chance 
to publish these photos, which will later be donated to 
the Mattapoisett Historical Museum. Mr. Smith said, 
"In additional to personal amateur photography, I like 
to collect nostalgic photos and post cards of just about 
anything, but have a keen interest in items related to 
Mattapoisett and the surrounding area... I feel fortunate 
that I was able to preserve a small part of Mattapoisett's 
past. My plan is to place the original photos under the 
care of Bette Roberts and the Mattapoisett Historical 
Museimi." 




Women Build with Habitat for Humanity

What makes the perfect Mother's Day gift? 
Flowers? Candy? How about a nice hammer and a 
reciprocal saw? 

Buzzard's Bay Habitat for Humanity will continue 
work on a Wareham house on May 1 and 2, when they 
co-host Habitat International's Women Build, a project of 
Habitat for Humanity International. At the event, women 
from southeastern Massachusetts, including the Tri-Town, 
will band together to finish a ranch home for a single 
mother and her two sons. 

Christine Halle, office manager of the 
Mattapoisett-based Buzzard's Bay Habitat for Humanity 
(BBHFH) said that this is an effort to "recruit and educate 
women to help build homes and eliminate poverty 
housing." Ms. Halle said that a lot of women get involved 
in BBHFH on the administrative end, but might lack the 
confidence to work on the building end of projects. "This 
gets them hands on," she said. According to Ms. Halle, the 
Women Build project is designed "to give confidence and 
empower women, and allows them to learn new skills." 

The timing of the project - exactly one week 
before Mother's Day - is not a coincidence. Habitat 
International hopes that women will band together during 
this time to donate at least one day a year to the cause of 
eliminating poverty housing. 

This is the second time that BBHFH has 
participated in the Habitat International Women Build 
week, which will take place worldwide from May 1-9. 
Besides being an empowering project for women, the 
Women Build event boosts Habitaf s pool of volunteers. 
According to Habitat International, "since 1998, more than 
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1,400 Women Build houses have been built." 

The Women Build house that BBHFH will 
be working on is a building that was started in 2009. 
Currently in a rough state with exposed studs, women 
will work on the weekend of May 1 and 2 to finish the 
home, add a shed and paint. 

One volunteer for the Women Build event will be 
Marion resident Eunice Manduca, who was a volunteer 
for a Wareham Habitat for Humanity house in 2008. A 
trailblazer in the Rosie the Riveter movement of World 
War II, Ms. Manduca worked her way up to being a 20- 
ton overhead crane operator during the war. She is no 
stranger to hard work and physical labor. 

"We females all know we can do this," said Ms. 
Manduca. "We are proving ourselves all the time, besides 
being grandmothers and mothers. You don't have to have 
a man to do this work." Ms. Manduca will be installing 
tubing insulation around doors on May 1. "They told me 
to wear gloves," she said. "So, I'll wear gloves." 

Although Habitat groups employ professionals 
for excavation and foundation work, they rely on 
volunteers to keep their home-building costs down. 
Land is almost invariably donated, either privately or 
from municipalities, and that is a major savings for the 
organization. In addition, they employ their volunteers 
for the framing and carpentry, and groups like BBHFH 
have used vocational students to complete some of the 
labor as well. Students from the Upper Cape Regional 
Technical School have done the rough electrical and 
plumbing work on the house. This symbiotic relationship 
provides inexpensive labor for BBHFH, and gives a 
hands-on learning experience to the students. Local 
merchants have helped by selling materials at cost, and 
contractors occasionally pitch in, at material cost only. 

The organization has to keep the bottom line in 
check in order to sell the house to a family in need at a 
reasonable, affordable price. Ms. Halle said that they try 
to keep their mortgages around $75,000 to 80,000. The 
families who move into the home are required to follow 
an application process, and must provide 300 hours of 
sweat equity work. The family purchasing this Wareham 
house will be on site on May 1 to pitch in with the Women 
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Build event. 

Ms. Halle said that they try to keep Habitat 
homes designed as single family ranches, that are a 
"simple, decent place to live" and the home is usually 
around 1,000 square feet. The family is picked by a 
family selection committee, who determine levels of need 
among the applicants, and try to pick families that are in 
the most dire living situation. With an average monthly 
mortgage payment of $600 (which includes mortgage, 
taxes and insurance), a Habitat home is not just a safer, 
better place to live, it's also less expensive than most 
apartments of inferior quality. Plus, it teaches families 
about homeownership. 

"It gives them pride of ownership and a part in 
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the process," said Ms. Halle, who said that the mortgage 
payments, which are made to BBHFH, are rarely missed. 
"It's a hand-up, not a hand-out," she added.

The team 
"Lady Legs" was the result of Ms. Stellato and her quest 
to find a new running adventure. 

Ms. Stellato' s whole running career started, 
ironically enough, with donuts. She had sprinted for track 
in high school, but years later, her running days were 
just a memory.

Race while she drank coffee and ate donuts. 

"And then I realized that 1 didn't want to be the 
one eating the donuts anymore," she laughed.

"Lady Legs" will be one of 200 teams competing 
in the May 1 event that will meander along side roads, 
main roads, and scenic Route 3A. The team will start on 
May 1 at 7:30 am, and will have one runner on the road 
at all times during the weekend-long event - even in the 
middle of the night. 

Two vans carrying the team will "leapfrog" along 
the course, according to Ms. Smith, who also identifies 
herself as a fairly new runner. Besides awards for the best 
times, the Cape Relay will also award prizes for the most 
spirited team. "Lady Legs" will be attending the race 
with the two vans decked out in mannequin legs, lips and 
eyelashes. 

Besides having lots of fun and memories to 
last a lifetime, Ms. Smith said, "I am looking forward 
to finishing and feeling like I accomplished something. 
Training was really hard for the six months. When I 
started I was barely rtmning a mile. Now I'm up to six or 
seven miles." 

Each runner will run a different leg of the course, 
with each runner taking three turns. This will be the 
first time that most of the members of "Lady Legs" have 
participated in the Cape Relay event. 

"Lady Legs" has shown that they are all in 
this together with plenty of cooperation and good, old- 
fashioned team spirit. A food assignment sheet shows 
what each member will bring to feed the team, and each 
member has been assigned safety items to bring to the 
night race portion of the event. On the Thursday evening 
before the race, the ladies will all get together to decorate 
their vans. 

Ms. Stellato is clearly excited about the race. 

"It's fun to set a goal," she said. "I think if s the most 
wonderful thing in the world." 

History Files: The First Town Meeting in 
Matttapoisett, 1837

The lengthy preparations leading up to 
Mattapoisett's annual town meeting involve the whole 
cast and crew of the town, from the Town Administrator 
and Selectmen, to the Planning and School Board 
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Committees - with, of course, the most vital attendees: the 
public. 

But how did it all begin? When was the first town 
meeting in Mattapoisett? Answer: the spring of 1837. 

It all happened in March 1837, when Rochester 
townspeople (which at that point included folks from the 
entire Tri-Town), especially those in Mattapoisett, were 
getting tired of the commute to Rochester Center. Thus, 
they boldly decided to move the town meeting from 
Rochester Center to Mattapoisett's First Christian Meeting 
House on April 3, 1837. The First Christian Meeting 
House in current form is the Museum of the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society located at 5 Church St - just a block and 
a half from the current Town Hall. 
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This decision was not widely regarded as a good 
move. In fact, it was considered quite contentious. 

Reverend Thomas Robbins wrote in his journal: 
"April 3, attended town-meeting, the first time, I suppose, 
ever held in [Mattapoisett] village. A great strife for the 
place. It was adjourned to meet next at the center of the 
town by a vote of 299 against 296. 1 spoke a little but did 
not vote. . . was an unpleasant affair." 

This affair was so unpleasant, that town leaders 
voted to continue the meeting on April 17 and vote again 
on whether to consider a venue change. Tensions were 
high as people arrived en masse for the important vote. 
One local provided cheese and crackers for people who 
traveled from further distances. The crowd built up so 
much that the vote could not fully be taken in the meeting 
house. However, with the exception of old men who 
voted in the house, younger men were sent into a field 
for their votes to be tallied. Since there were so many in 
attendance, they counted by grouping men by their vote. 

More than 600 men arrived for the vote; when 
is the last time you've seen that many people at a Town 
Meeting? Overall, 324 voted in favor of holding the town 
meeting in Mattapoisett; 278 voted against the move. 
After another vote, the town leaders voted to continue the 
meeting again on April 24! 

The next meeting arrived with a strong northeast 
storm, which kept most locals away except for the 
people of Mattapoisett. At this meeting and at another 
continued meeting on April 26, more votes were tallied 
for leadership positions. At this point, those opposing the 
new venue change truly gave up the effort to bring the 
meeting back to Rochester's center. 

Then the town leaders scheduled yet another 
continuation of the town meeting for July 11, "done 
simply for the joy of holding another meeting in 
Mattapoisett," according to the reverend. "Thus ended 
the longest and most strenuous town meeting recorded in 
the annals of Rochester," said early 20th century historian 
Mary Hall Leonard. 

The Town Meeting brouhaha between Rochester 
peoples merely set the stage for things to come: by the 
mid 1850s, both Marion and Mattapoisett separated 
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and incorporated as separate towns (Of course, the 
irony is that now everyone is talking about Tri-Town 
regionalization efforts!). 

So as you gear up for this year's edition of the 
annual town meeting, do not forget the history of the 
Mattapoisett Town Meeting, and remember - every vote 
counts! 

Rochester Examines Land Use Changes

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palatable to its residents. For the planning board, that 
means finalizing town- wide land use and re-zoning 
plans, writing corresponding bylaws, and eventually 
bringing such changes to a town meeting for codification. 

On April 24, planning board officials met with 
more than 25 locals at Rochester Memorial School to 
solicit their input on proposed land use changes to the 
town Master Plan. Planning Board member Robert 
Cummings offered residents a look at proposed changes, 
which include: 

• Residential /light commercial zoning in the 
town center 

• Industrial/ commercial zoning in the northwest 
corner of the town 

• Dense development on three small areas 
around the town border, including on County St. 

• Two small areas for agriculture enterprises 

• Two small areas near Route 6 for light 
commercial 

These changes attempt to harness more 
commercial and industrial uses to rev up the town 
budget, protect coveted agricultural businesses, and 
update the town center. On the topic of inevitable change, 
Mr. Cummings said: "If we don't talk about it, it'll 
happen to us. If we keep going the way we are going, we 
are in deep [trouble]." He particularly expressed concern 
that Rochester is overly residential, which effectively 
squeezes the town budget out of commercial and 
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industrial revenue. 

Selectman Richard Nunes, also at the meeting, 
concurred with Mr. Cummings. "There is no one who 
doesn't like the town right now. The problem is that there 
will be change. We either plan for it or have it happen 
to us. Until this point, we are letting it happen to us," he 
said. 

One area of strong interest to attendees and 
addressed at the meeting is transportation. Participants 
expressed a desire for walkability, especially around 
the town center. In addition, it was noted that residents, 
especially bicyclists, have safety concerns about certain 
intersections, namely the Route 105/Rounseville Rd. 
intersection near Plumb Corner Mall. 
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In response, Mr. Cummings discussed a 
transportation plan that would include a roundabout at 
the town center connecting Route 105, Rounseville Rd., 
and Dexter Lane Rd. He said the Massachusetts Highway 
Department recommended the change. However, Phil 
Herr, a town planning consultant studying possible 
zoning changes for Plumb Corner, cautioned against such 
an approach. "I can't think of a village center built around 
a roundabout. They do not work well with pedestrians," 
he said. 

Mr Cummings also described the Mary's Pond 
Rd/ Route 105 as "an accident waiting to happen" 
and suggested that Mary's Pond Road be rerouted 
to join Route 105 at a 90 degree angle. He said such a 
change could occur during a later phase of the town's 
transportation plan. 

The lack of a broad range of housing types in 
Rochester also was addressed. For example, participants 
discussed seniors living in large homes who have no 
opportunity to downsize due to a shortage of apartments, 
condos and multi-family homes. Also, one participant 
expressed general concern about the isolation of seniors, 
and proposed that four or five seniors could share one of 
Rochester's larger houses to help preserve town character 
while encouraging camaraderie. Another message from 
participants is the need to prepare a strategy to raise the 
town's tax base to ensure continued services. 

Already, the town is getting hit with funding 
shortfalls, Mr Cummings said. "Next year, the budget 
is in bad shape," he said, noting that money is being 
eliminated from the planning budget. One consequence 
is the elimination of the full-time town planner position 
currently held by Randall Kunz. Selectman Nunes noted 
that Rochester currently is investigating sharing a town 
planner with another town. 

Overall, Mr. Cummings stressed that despite 
the proposed changes, most of Rochester already is 
developed. He said the planning board is looking to 
work with someone who owns a sizeable amount of 
land in Rochester to "get what we want" in terms of 
keeping unfavorable development at bay. Also, he 
recommended finding a suitable company to fund their 
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own development in exchange for help with the permit 
process. 

In the meantime, the planning board is urging 
Rochester residents to come forward and voice their 
opinions about the proposed land use changes to the 
town's master plan. Planning board member Gary 
Florindo noted the lack of public participation at planning 
board meetings and urged residents to attend. According 
to Mr Cummings, who is leaving for California in the fall, 
the upcoming part-time planner and possibly a consultant 
such as Mr Herr, will push forward the process of 
finalizing the land use and zoning plans and subsequently 
write corresponding bylaws. He anticipates that these 
proposed bylaws will be presented at the 20TI Annual 
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Town Meeting. 

Selectmen Will Draft Aquaculture Regulations 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A scheduled nieeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer on Monday, April 26, 2010 in the Center School 
cafeteria at 6:30 pm. Also in attendance were Selectmen 
Paul Silva and George Randall, Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne and Assistant to the Selectmen Melody 
Pacheco. 

The minutes of the April 26 meeting, both regular 
and executive session, were approved. 

In Action items, the Board voted to approve: 

• A common victualler license for the Rochester 
Firefighter's Association for the Memorial Day Boat Race. 

• A common victualler and entertainment license 
for Real Ventures Investments, owners of Southcoast 
Local at 81 Fairhaven Road in Mattapoisett. This is 

the new location of the former Nest diner. The new 
restaurant will serve breakfast, brunch items, lunch and 
dinner items, and will pursue a wine and malt license at a 
later date. 

In their first appointment, the Board conducted 
a public hearing for Chapman Dickerson, a Mattapoisett 
native and resident of River Road, for an aquaculture 
application to farm Eastern Oysters and quahogs in the 
area of Brant Island Cove. Approximately 40 people, 
abutters and town residents, were present to hear Mr. 
Dickerson's presentation. Selectman Randall, an abutter 
to the cove, recused himself from the hearing. 

Mr. Dickerson, along with his assistant and 
employee Matt Loo, gave a PowerPoint presentation 
outlining the parameters of their proposed aquaculture 
venture. The proposed location would be a spot on the 
eastern side of the cove, and in the summer, would be 
very close to the shoreline; in the winter, Mr. Dickerson 
planned to sink the black mesh bags used for raising 
his oysters in slightly deeper waters, but this proposed 
location all stayed within the parameters of his two-acre 
application. 
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Mr. Loo, a college graduate with a degree in 
aquaculture, provided details in layman's terms on why 
the cove was such a prime location for raising shellfish. 
He cited perfect salinity levels, lack of eel grass (since the 
state requires oyster aquaculture applicants to choose a 
location free from eel grass) and an absence of shellfish in 
the area that they intend to farm (another requirement for 
state approval). Mr. Loo said that shellfish aquaculture 
was a clean industry that is both "economically in 
demand and ecologically in demand" since a single oyster 
can clear over 15 gallons of water each day. 

Mr. Dickerson reiterated his colleague's data, 
saying that shellfish operations are different than "fin 
aquaculture" operations in that no fertilizers, feeds, 
chemicals, herbicides, drugs or antibiotics are used in 
raising the shellfish. "We're not adding anything," said 
Mr. Dickerson. "You can't add anything to make [an 
oyster] grow faster." 

Mr. Dickerson and Mr. Loo assured the audience 
and Board that navigation through the waters would 
not be affected, there would be no power-washing on 
site or industrial noises made by the operation, and the 
bags used would have virtually no visual impact. Mr. 
Dickerson appealed to the fishing history of Mattapoisett, 
and said, "this won't benefit us. This will benefit the 
whole town." 

Although the Board made it clear that, in light 
of legal and fairness issues presented at a previous 
aquaculture hearing for applicant Jim O'Dowd, they 
would not be making any decisions until a town- wide 
aquaculture protocol was established, the chairman 
still facilitated a question and answer session from the 
audience in regards to Mr. Dickerson's application. 

Horace Field, a resident of Mattapoisett Neck 
Road, said that his mooring was the closest to the 
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application site. He said that in southwest winds, he has 
to "hug the shore" to get to his mooring, so he disputed 
the claim that the farm site would not interfere with 
navigation. "If s a little too close for comfort," said Mr. 
Field, who also refuted the claim that there were no 
shellfish in the proposed location. He said that there were 
a "plethora of quahogs" there. 

Justin Dover, a resident of Brandt Island Road 
disagreed with Mr. Field in regards to the presence of 
shellfish in the location. "There's not a lot going on over 
there," said Mr. Dover, who supported the promoted 
application grant. Mr. Dover was excited to see a resident 
looking to live and work within Mattapoisett waters. 

Another supporter of the aquaculture application 
was Paul Osenkowski, who has been a vocal supporter 
of aquaculture in general at the previous Mattapoisett 
aquaculture meetings. "There are quahogs there," 
said Mr. Osenkowski, "but they are very few and far 
between." 

A few residents were concerned, however, 
with the subject of transferring or selling aquaculture 
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licenses in the future. Chairman Collyer said that, in any 
aquaculture regulations they draft, they would include 
the town's right to oversee and regulate the sale/ transfer 
of aquaculture licenses. 

The discourse following Mr. Dickerson's 
presentation was more directed at the concern of 
aquaculture in general, and the public used the time to 
present concerns that they hoped the Selectmen would 
include in an aquaculture regulations draft that they 
are working on for the May 25 Selectmen's meeting. 
Chairman Collyer said that the Board had no intention of 
"reinventing the wheel," and that they would use public 
comment in conjunction with previous rules established 
in Duxbury and Sandwich, MA, where aquaculture 
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proliferates. They have not ruled out the possibility of 
charging applicants for use of the water, and insurance 
and bonds are all being considered in the regulations. 
Also, Chairman Collyer suspected that there were more 
spots in Mattapoisett that would be conducive to oyster 
farms, therefore. Brant Island Cove won't necessarily be 
the only spot for aquaculture farms. 

"With all due respect to the folks who made the 
applications, it's more important for me to make sure that 
we get this right for the town than it is for two people," 
said Chairman Collyer, who said he would use a public 
forum to help draft their regulations. The Board also said 
that they would conduct their own research to see if there 
are shellfish in the proposed location. 

As promised, the Board voted to officially 
continue the hearing to a later, undetermined date. 

In a second appointment, the Board met 
with Susan Guiducci, a member of the Agricultural 
Commission in Dartmouth, MA. Since there is an article 
on the Town Meeting warrant proposing the formation of 
an agricultural commission for Mattapoisett, Mr. Gagne 
asked Ms. Guiducci to speak on the benefits of such a 
commission. Ms. Guiducci said that the members of an 
agricultural commission work as liaisons in disputes that 
farmers may have with abutters or the Board of Health, 
and they work as an advocacy group for farmers. Ms. 
Guiducci said that an agricultural commission saves the 
town time and money in conflict resolution. There are 131 
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towns in Massachusetts with an agricultural commission. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Gagne said that there would be packets on important 
information relevant to Annual Town Meeting, including 
warrant articles, available in the town hall by the end of 
the week, probably around April 29. There would also 
be a cable access presentation on the warrant, which will 
be aired on ORCTV over the next couple of weeks, and 
will be streamed live on the town hall website, www. 
Mattapoisett.net. A schedule of the ORCTV times will be 
published on the town hall website. 

In Notes and Announcements, Ms. Pacheco 
announced: 

• The next Board of Selectmen meeting will be on 
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May 25, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the town hall conference room. 

• The Annual Town Meeting will be held at the 
Old Rochester Regional High School Auditoriirtn on May 
10, 2010 at 7:00 pm. 

• The Town Election will be held on 
Tuesday, May 18 from 10:00 am to 8:00 pm at the Old 
Hammondtown School.

There being no more public business, the Board 
voted to go into executive session at 8:40 pm for the 
purpose of collective bargaining. 

Favorable Aquaculture Hearing Continued 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing on April 27, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House. Also in attendance were Selectman Jonathan 
Henry, Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to 
the Selectmen Helene Craven Selectman Roger Blanchette 
was absent from the meeting. 

In Action items, the Board voted to: 

• Grant a one-day wine and malt license to the 
Music Hall on May 15. 

• Approve the request for the closure of Front 
Street for Tabor Academy's commencement ceremony on 
May 29 from 1:30 to 3:30 pm. 

• Issue letters of appreciation to long-time EMTs 
Everett Eaton and Charles Brown. Both Mr Eaton and 
Mr Brown recently submitted letters of resignation, citing 
health issues. 

In their first appointment, the Board held a public 
hearing for Catherine Brodeur's oyster aquaculture 
application. Ms. Brodeur, a lifelong resident of Rochester, 
said that she has been fishing for 27 years, and started 
her fishing career in Marion waters when she was 19. The 
proposed location of her application would be a half-acre 
off the northeast corner of Ram Island, with future plans 
to expand into the area of Planting Island. Ms. Brodeur 
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said that she would cultivate American oysters, bay 
scallops, quahogs, and blue mussels, but her first year 
would just focus on oysters. 

Ms. Brodeur would begin her operation with 
300 bags and would plan on expanding her site by one- 
quarter of an acre after the first year. In her application, 
she would ask for six moorings. 

"I don't see any real adverse effects [from] the 
project," said Ms. Brodeur, who said that any pressure 
washing would take place off -site, and sorting would be 
conducted manually, at least in the first few years of the 
operation. After raking the site with the permission of 
Shellfish Officer Isaac Perry, Ms. Brodeur found the site 
was virtually free of shellfish, which is a state prerequisite 
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to aquaculture application approval. 

Unlike some of the aquaculture hearings that 
have recently taken place in Marion and Mattapoisett, Ms. 
Brodeur's hearing was marked with considerable support 
from both public officials and the public alike. 

Harbormaster Michael Cormier was present to 
comment on the aspect of navigation. "I see no navigation 
problems in that area at all," said Mr. Cormier. 

Selectman Henry spoke to the common concern 
of residents, who ask what the town benefit of a private 
venture in public waters would be. Mr. Perry answered, 
"You take an area that is not producing shellfish and you 
make it a productive site." Mr. Perry claimed that this 
could be a long-term benefit to the town and should be 
considered part of the town benefit. 

A letter from the closest abutter to the project, 
Michael Moore, was mostly supportive of the project, but 
asked the Board to consider and study the possible impact 
of an aquaculture farm on the endangered Diamond- 
backed Terrapin. 

Another letter from Catherine Moore Tripp, 
Managing Trustee of the Moore Marion Trust, asked the 
Board to consider nighttime navigation and insurance 
policies for the proposed oyster farm. 

Of the 15 abutters notified, only one appeared in 
person at the public hearing, and she largely supported 
the aquaculture application. 

Ms. Brodeur said that she would place reflective 
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tape on the buoys to aid in nighttime navigation, and the 
Board deteriiiined that insurance would not necessarily be 
a requirement for Ms. Brodeur's operation. Mr. Cormier 
suspected that, even if the mesh bags used in oyster 
raising were to break loose, they would not cause much 
damage. Further, it would be very similar to a small, 
uninsured boat breaking loose and causing damage after a 
storm. Ms. Brodeur said, insured or not, if her equipment 
ever caused damage after a storm, she would consider 
herself responsible for the damage. Mr. Dawson agreed 
that any potential damage would be considered a "civil 
matter". 

A letter from the planning board suggested 
that the Selectmen place a one-year moratorium on 
new aquaculture licenses until further progress could 
be made in determining laws and making regulations, 
but the Board did not comment on this letter. Instead, 
a representative of the Marine Resources Commission 
(MRC) suggested that MRC and the planning board meet 
to discuss grounds and reasoning for this request. 

The Board decided to continue the hearing until 
the next meeting on May 4 at 7:30 pm, so Selectman 
Blanchette could also weigh in on the decision. 

In a second public hearing, Russ Robinson 
presented a need for two new utility poles, one being 
in the area of Converse Road near Clark Street, and 
one being opposite of Kabeyun Road. Despite a couple 
letters of concern in regards to the placement of the pole 
opposite of Kabejoin Road, the pole's proposed placement 
will have to remain as is, since it supports all the other 
poles leading down the road. The selectmen voted to 
approve the two new poles. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
reported some findings of the Fire Chief Study Committee 
(FCSC). The committee had been formed to determine 
Marion's needs in regards to a fire chief. The current 
fire chief, Thomas Joyce, is a part-time employee who 
is limited in hours and pay since he is a retired town 
employee. Just the same, Mr. Dawson said that the FCSC 
thinks Chief Joyce is doing "a phenomenal job" on a 
part-time basis and it was the recommendation of the 
committee to continue with the current arrangement. 
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In a third appointment, the Board met with two 
of the three applicants for the Marion Affordable Housing 
Trust (MAHT). There is currently one opening on the 
trust. The two applicants at the Board meeting, Eunice 
Manduca and Nick Grace, are both town residents with 
a special interest in affordable housing. Ms. Manduca 
served on an earlier incarnation of the Affordable 
Housing Trust and Mr Grace practiced estate law in 
Boston, where he had a particular interest in affordable 
housing and homelessness. 

The two candidates introduced themselves to 
the Board and answered a few questions about their 
qualifications and opinions on several pressing affordable 
housing matters. 
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Mr. Grace said that he has never served on a 
board in town, but his law experience and interest in 
affordable housing would make him an apt candidate. He 
largely supports the state requirements in fulfilling 40B 
housing, calling it a "good tradition". 

Ms. Manduca said that she could bring "common 
sense" and "practical experience" to the MAHT. As 
a woman of 87 years, she understands the challenges 
facing those in need of affordable housing. However, Ms. 
Manduca stood on the "other side of the road" in regards 
to 40B housing, saying that it was impractical and unfair 
to Marion to lump affordable housing into one large 
group of housing. She supported the idea of permitting 
smaller, dispersed units to fulfill affordable housing 
needs. 

The Board thanked the candidates and decided to 
wait until a third candidate could meet with the Board to 
make an appointment to the MAHT. 

There being no more business, the Board voted to 
adjourn at 8:35 pm. 

Tabling of Airstrip Petition Recommended 

Rochester Planning Board

A meeting of the Rochester Planning Board was 
called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson on April 
27, 2010 at 7:15 pm at the Rochester Town Hall. Also 
present were committee members Gary Florindo, Robert 
Cummings, John DeMaggio, the new board member Dan 
McGaffey and Planning Board Secretary Shirley Darcy. 

As the first order of business, the board approved 
the March 23 minutes in addition to April 17 minutes 
related to a site visit. In a few short action items, the 
board: 

• Confirmed to David Cass of Geodetic 
Engineering that frontage is properly docimiented in 
an Approval Not Required application for property off 
Mendell Road. 

• Voted to submit a compliance notification to the 
building administrator in regards to American Tower. 

• Voted to use 20 hours of free consultant work 
from the Southern Regional Planning and Economic 
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Development District (SRPEDD) to assist with new 
zoning bylaws based on the comprehensive plan. 

The board then entered into a public hearing 
for a special permit regarding the back lot and common 
driveway for a property off Snipatuit Road. After a 
presentation by Richard Charon of Charon Associates on 
behalf of applications Erica Beniot and Kathryn Guy, the 
board voted to continue the public hearing at a later date 
to collect additional information. In addition to general 
tweaking of the proposed plan, the board needed from 
the applicant an additional plan demonstrating the ability 
to do a subdivision and a formal request for a waiter 
allowing underground electricity. 

Mr Johnson then formally welcomed newcomer 
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Mr. McGaffey to the board, and shortly thereafter 
established Mr. DeMaggio as the board's Associate Clerk 
and Mr. McGaffey as the Assistant Clerk. The board 
then discussed the need to replace the Honorable Chris 
Byron, who passed away in March. Specifically, the board 
suggested that anyone interested in the position notify 
the selectmen immediately. The selectmen will appoint 
the chosen person who will need to run for re-election in 
April 2011 to complete Mr. Byron's term that expires in 
April 2012. 

The next agenda item involved a resident's 
petition that pertained to the use of private landing strips 
for fixed- wing single aircrafts. Colman Lalli presented his 
petition as a means to restrict private landing strips from 
use near churches, schools and dense communities for 
safety considerations. "There really aren't many rules and 
restrictions on airstrips," he said. 

The board reflected on Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey's preliminary comments to the petition in which 
he stated that the petitioner should bring his concerns to 
the Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission for review. 
Mr. Johnson seconded that thought noting that even if the 
petition gained approval at town meeting, it would still 
require the commission's approval and may get tossed out 
if the Attorney General deems it unsuitable. "There are 
at least three or four major flaws in the petition," he said, 
noting that although amendments are possible during 
the town meeting, a petitioner cannot make the dramatic 
amendments necessary to make the petition more legally 
sound. Mr. Johnson added that although it is too late for 
the resident's warrant article to be removed from the 
town meeting agenda, he recommended tabling it at the 
meeting. 

Mr. Cummings also weighed in, noting that the 
petition is vague and fails to provide adequate definitions 
for aircraft and land strip. "It isn't ready for prime time," 
he said. However, he added that if Mr. Lalli does gain 
support from the Aeronautics Commission, he could 
attempt to "make it part of the comprehensive plan." Mr. 
DeMaggio said that he did not find the petition necessary. 
"1 don't know if additional regulations are going to help. 1 
don't think they would reduce the likelihood of a crash."

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In response to a direct question from Mr. Florindo 
as to what prompted the petition, Mr Lalli described a 
recent incidence of a plane flying in a hayfield close to his 
house. "I was terrified. I figured this is too close." 

Then one attendee of the meeting spoke up 
about his belief that a neighbor dispute prompted Mr. 
Lalli to submit the petition, which the petitioner denied. 
The attendee - Glenn Lawrence - opposed the petition 
and said that during a recent phone call, the petitioner 
shared his annoyance with a particular neighbor due to 
loud aircrafts. "We are ruled and regulated to death," Mr. 
Lawrence said, urging the board and country-at-large to 
avoid further regulating peoples' behavior, which he feels 
undermines their hard-earned freedoms. He said he does 
not want his freedom to fly planes restricted. 

"I like the planes going up and down Snipatuit 
Pond, but not grazing my roof," responded Mr. Lalli. 
Benjamin Bailey, the neighbor of Mr. Lalli, also spoke 
regarding the incident that scared Mr. Lalli and said that 
particular pilot will never again land on his property. 

Following a lengthy discussion on eroding 
freedoms and public rights in Rochester and elsewhere, 
Mr. Johnson concluded that the planning board "is not 
in the business of litigating civil rights." Shortly later, the 
board voted to recommend that Mr. Lalli table the petition 
until a comprehensive town plan is complete and until 
it receives the support of the Massachusetts Aeronautics 
Commission. 



Following the public hearing, Mr. Cummings 
briefly discussed the recent land use forum and discussed 
arranging a visit with consultant Phil Herr on his town 
center analysis. 

Shortly thereafter, the board discussed the need 
for better communication regarding the two approaches 
to filling a part-time planner or engineer position to assist 
the board. To facilitate greater communication between 
the planning board and selectmen - the first which desires 
a part-time engineer or technical expert and the other that 
seeks to share a planner with a neighboring town — the 
board voted for Mr. McGaffey to meet with selectmen 
regarding this issue. "The part-time person should not be 
hired in a vacuum," Mr. Cummings said. 

The planning board voted to adjourn at 9:25 pm. 

Board Seeks Temporary Moratorium on 

Aquaculture 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Tom Magauran on 
Monday, April 26 at 7:15 pm in the Marion Town Hall. 
Also present were board members Joseph Napoli, Jay 
Ryder, Steve Gonsalves, John Sweeney, Jay Crowley, 
Patricia McArdle and Planning Board Secretary Terry 
Santos. 
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Chairman Magauran opened the meeting by 
explaining the removal of a scheduled agenda item, 
namely a public hearing on proposed alternative 
Neighborhood Overlay District zoning. He said after 
the April 10 workshop gauging public response to the 
proposed zoning bylaw changes, the planning board 
convened a special meeting. During this meeting, Mr. 
Magauran said the board overwhelmingly decided to pull 
the article from consideration at the May town meeting 
with the hope of further examining methods of warding 
off imfavorable development. 

For now, Mr. Magauran said the board plans to 
schedule additional meetings so the public can further 
weigh in on zoning changes to the town. He hopes 
that the resulting zoning proposal will be included for 
consideration at the fall town meeting. Until then, "we 
hope we can keep up enthusiasm during the simraier 
months," he said. 

The second agenda item involved a detailed 
review of the Marion Housing Needs Assessment, 
which looked at where the town stands in achieving 
state affordable housing goals. The board was asked to 
formally approve and comment on the assessment for the 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust; the report eventually is 
submitted to the state as required by law. 

The report analyzed the use of multi-unit 
residential housing, subdivisions and their phasing-Ln 
processes, inclusionary housing, conservation housing, 
cluster homes and accessory homes - but due to the 
relatively low growth and few large tracts of land 
available to develop, the town of Marion did not have 
much to report. However, Mr. Magauran did say that 
Marion has "many, many" accessory homes, some of 
which are not up to code. However, he said that the 
town does not have the appetite to aggressively enforce

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compliance with accessory home regulations, which 
include an annual permit requirement. During a later 
part of the meeting, Mr. Sweeney recommended looking 
at an initiative in Barnstable that sets aside money for 
people looking to bring their units up to code and allow 
landowners more discretion regarding who could live in 
their affordable housing units. "We can look into that," 
the chairman said. 

Chairman Magauran then offered his opinion on 
Chapter 40B - a state statute enabling the Zoning Board 
of Appeals to approve affordable housing developments 
under flexible rules if at least 20 to 25 percent of the units 
have long-term affordability restrictions. Towns with 10 
percent of more of affordable housing units are immune 
from this statute. 

"Personally, I think this law is terrible. I think this 
requirement is reprehensible," said the chairman, urging 
those against 40B to back the movement to repeal the law. 
He said that Marion does not offer what people needing 
affordable housing would require, such as general 
government services, jobs, or public transportation. 
Moreover, he said Marion locals looking to downsize and 
possibly move into an affordable housing development 
such as Little Neck Village likely would not meet 
requirements, thus those moving into 40B developments 
would not be from Marion. "We've spent $500,000 on 
housing that doesn't serve Marion," he said. 

Ms. Crowley then suggested that the planning

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board invite Rep. William Straus and his opponent in 
the fall upcoming election for a frank talk on their views 
of 40B. After a brief discussion, the board entertained 
a motion to invite the representative to an upcoming 
meeting. Everyone but Mr. Sweeney voted for the 
measure; Mr Sweeney said, "It doesn't feel right to me 
personally. . . It is out of character for the board." 

Despite his objections to 40B as a concept, Mr 
Magauran recommended that the board approve the 
housing needs assessment "to protect us from 40B 
developers." The board voted unanimously to approve 
the housing assessment. 

The board then voted unanimously to release 
Dunkin Donuts from a $10,000 bond for pavement work 
that is now complete. 

The conversation then turned to two pending 
shellfish aquaculture applications. One seeks to expand an 
existing operation near Ram Island, and the other seeks 
to begin a small operation at Job's Cove.

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do you stop?" he asked, noting that navigation and 
recreational water usage could be affected. "When can 
we say someone can make money off of a resource we 
already share?" he added. In response, Mr. Napoli replied 
that conditions on approvals would prevent interference 
with navigation. 

In his comments. Chairman Magauran said 
that the list of unanswered questions about aquaculture 
operations - including what fees can be levied and 
whether they can be taxed - require further investigation. 
He suggested the board recommend to town selectmen 

- who holds jurisdiction over aquaculture applications 

- the establishment of a moratorium so town officials 
can fully research and examine the best way to proceed 
with applications. "It is a natural resource [that] benefits 
the whole community," he said. "We ought to look at 
how the town benefits from [the proposed aquaculture 
operations]." 

The board then approved a formal 
recommendation to the selectmen to place a one-year 
moratorium on all aquaculture approvals until more 
research and analysis is conducted. 

At this point, the March 22 minutes were 
unanimously approved. In addition, the board approved 
four invoices related to public notification of hearings. 

The last agenda item involved a continued public 
hearing on a site review plan for 454 Wareham Road. This

are owned by the Sardinha Family Trust. 

Jack O'Leary of Merrill Associates, who 
represented applicant Sardinha Family Trust, responded 
to issues raised at a March 22 meeting. Mr. O'Leary 
discussed measures to soften the exterior lights, legally 
combine the Dunkin Donuts parcel and lot in question, 
and provide a place for a dumpster. However, two issues 
arose, including the applicant's decision not to offer 
alternatives to the curb cuts currently in his site plan. 
Specifically, Mr. Magauran said that the board would 
require sidewalks, treescaping, and restructuring of curb 
cuts to limit the possibility of cars backing out on Route 
6 as conditions of approval. In response, Mr. O'Leary 
expressed concern that a sidewalk would not work with 
the property's configuration. 

The second issue involved landscaping. Despite 
an abutter's recent request that no landscaping screen be 
put between the commercial property and her residence, 
Mr. Magauran said some kind of buffer between 
residential and commercial property is required by law 
and thus recommended six foot plants or trees.

A meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was held on April 22, 2010 at 7:00 pm. In attendance were 
Chairman Richard Nunes, Selectmen Bradford Morse 
and Naida Parker and Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera said that at the May 3 meeting, the Board 
would be reviewing the articles for the Special and 
Annual Town Meetings, which are scheduled to take 
place on May 17, 2010, at the Old Colony High School, 



476 North Ave in Rochester. The Special Town Meeting 
will occur at 6:45 pm; the Annual Town Meeting will 
begin at 7:00 pm. 

At the May 3 Board of Selectmen meeting, the 
Board will also ask the petitioners of two articles on 
the warrant to present their petitions to the public. One 
petition asks town meeting members to approve a new 
zoning by-law to allow private landing strips for fixed- 
wing aircrafts, and another petition seeks to abolish the 
Rochester Historic District Commission and the Historic 
District. 

At a regional health meeting, Mr. LaCamera said 
that the town received a reasonable bid for trash services 
from ABC Disposal. The annual disposal rate proposed by 
ABC would be lower than the current rate that Rochester 
pays. In the first year, the disposal cost would be $150,000 
with a one-month credit, which would be $26,000 lower 
than Rochester's current rate. In the second year, the rate 
will go up to $168,000, which is still $8,000 lower than 
what the town is currently paying. 

Mr. LaCamera said that he thinks the Board of 
Health may greenlight the trash removal proposal. 

"It's a fair price. That's all you can ask of 
anybody," said Selectman Parker. 

The Board said that the Planning Board is looking 
for a Rochester resident to fill the position of Chris Byron, 
who passed away suddenly in March 2010. Anyone

It's July 1993 and the sun is beating down on the 
back of my neck. I wish it would duck behind a cloud 
just for a few minutes to take away the heat. I lean in and 
slowly move toward the edge of where the brick dust and 
grass meet in a perfectly groomed seam. I am hunched 
over slightly and standing on the balls of my feet with my 
heels raised. 

I feel like a bull in a ring, head down, blowing 
hot air out my nostrils, heading toward the Matador. I 
swing my left arm forward and I reach out as far as I can, 
my glove outstretched, barely attached to my hand but 
perfectly placed and capable of stopping the speedy prey 
as it tries to evade my deadly grasp. My body is in slow 
motion still but I'm flying - literally flying - my body is 
outstretched and three feet above the dust. I turn my head 
toward home plate and the direction of the ball. 

The ball bolts past the pitcher's right side just 
above his hip and is coming at me. I am almost there 
- the glove slides down the length of my sweat-covered 
hand and is out on my fingers. I land with a heavy thud, 
a few feet from second base. I look downward, sweat 
drips into my eye and I wipe it away with my glove. I feel 
the brick dust grate against my eyelid. My face is now 
smeared with red dirt. I spit dirt from my mouth and lean 
forward, placing my hand down for balance and right 
myself and walk back to my post at the deep end of the 
infield between second and third base. As I waUc back to 
position, I see Tom at third base, and shrug my shoulders, 
giving him the universal "Oh Well..." 

"Nice hustle," he says. I roll my eyes and say: 
"Yeah... thanks." 

I know better than to dwell on plays like that in 
the field, but sometimes it's hard to let go. I knew if I had 
been 1% more decisive I would have stopped that ball. 
I looked up into the sky. The sun was warm on my face, 
and with my eyes closed, it was bright and white. I reach 
up with my glove and cover my mouth. I inhale deeply. 
The smell of the glove leather and the sweat and the brick 
dust shoot me back in time. Suddenly, I am not 25-years- 
old standing on a perfectly manicured field.

It's July 1975 and I am small and the field seems 
so big. The bases are so far apart. The grass is brownish, 
dry, and crunches when I walk on it.

forward. I look down and swing my legs slowly, my cleats 
just above the ground as they glide back and forth. I feel 
okay now. 

I move my gaze upward from the ground and I 
am 25 again. I look around at the rest of the team. They 
have all been playing as long as me, since we were six 
years old. Many of these guys have played professional 
ball. Several played in the Majors. Some just for a game. 
Some for a full season or two. Some were so close to the 
dream and had it pulled away because of an untimely 
injury. Some couldn't handle the stress and the pressure. 
I glanced around the infield and we were all standing, 
poised, looking at home plate, waiting for the pitch. We 
all look like little kids. This game is a constant. It never 
changes.

I look to my right toward third base and see the 
big concrete dugout that sits half buried below the playing 
field and the grandstands behind it.

In doing this, we hope to applaud those who 
are rarely recognized for their countless hours of service 
and focus on the many people "behind the scenes" who 
remain otherwise anonymous but provide crucial support 
to many town functions. Like the keel of a ship, which 
keeps the vessel from capsizing, the recipients of the 
Annual Wanderer Keel Award will be recognized for their 
stalwart efforts in keeping the community on an "even 
keel."

Marion Participates in Dispatch Study 

From a SRPEDD Press Release 
Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) is in the process of 
submitting a grant application and coordinating an effort 
to study the feasibility of regionalizing 911 dispatch 
centers. Over a dozen communities in southeastern 
Massachusetts have already agreed to participate in this 
study through a State grant. 

Currently, each community has their own 
autonomous public safety dispatch center and some have 
separate dispatch centers for police, fire and EMS services. 
The foremost goal of this study will be to investigate ways 
to enhance public safety through improved efficiency. 
If awarded, the State grant will cover the cost of the 



feasibility study and avoid additional burden on local 
budgets. 

The participating communities and the campus 
security department of a local university are joining 
together through the services of SRPEDD to submit this 
grant application. All participating communities have 
agreed that no changes in their operations will be made 
until the non-binding study is complete and has been 
evaluated by each community. Ross Perry, a Municipal 
Management Specialist with SRPEDD said the input from 
the represented municipal governments and public safety 
departments will be used to direct the investigative work 
of the consultant hired for this project. "It is important 
that the feasibility study look at the specific opportunities 
within each community and develop a recommendation 
that addresses their public safety requirements."

Dead Like Me

Survival of the Dead. Starring Alan van Sprang and 
Kenneth Welsh. Directed by George A. Romero. 
Running time: 90 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

When George A. Romero makes a zombie movie, 
it's never just about zombies. Night of the Living Dead 
(1968) was about racial and generational tension. Dawn 
of the Dead (1978) was about consumerism. Day of the 
Dead (1985) was about the clash between science and 
the military. Land of the Dead (2005) was about haves vs. 
have-nots. Diary of the Dead (2007) was about post-Katrina 
cynicism and the age of YouTube. Survival of the Dead, 
Romero's latest zombie effort (which becomes available 
on video-on-demand April 30), seems to be about the 
Troubles in Ireland — or, at least, it uses them as a 
symptom of how certain people will always irrationally 
hate certain other people. It might as plausibly be about 
divided America in the era of Obama, Palin, and tea 
parties. 

Don't you worry, though: flesh is still eaten, and 
zombies still get plugged in the head (the only way to 
kill them). I note with some surprise that Survival is rated 
R, but is about as gruesome as Dawn of the Dead, whose 
head-splattering and gut-munching so offended the 
MPAA in 1978 that it had to go out unrated. Times have 
changed, I guess. The addition of computer-generated 
effects also gives us such images as a row of still- 
gnashing zombie heads on pikes, as well as death by fire 
extinguisher. Romero certainly hasn't lost his appetite for 
destruction. 

In Diary of the Dead, a few rogue National Guard 
soldiers flagged down the protagonists and stole their 
supplies; they got just a few minutes of screen time, but 
here they graduate to protagonists themselves. Led by the 
bitter Sarge "Nicotine" Crocket (Alan van Sprang), they 
decide to head for an island off of Delaware that promises 
safety from the zombie hordes. Turns out they've been 
lured there by Patrick O'Flynn (Kenneth Welsh), who's 
been exiled from the island. O'Flynn believes there's 
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no cure for a zombie except a bullet in the brain. His 
adversary, Seamus Muldoon (Richard Fitzpatrick), 
believes God will send a cure someday, and in the 
meantime it's best to keep one's undead family close to 
home, albeit in chains. 

Actually, this could also be a pro-choice vs. pro- 
life allegory. Or one about the death-penalty debate, or, 
really, any intractable issue that boils down to faith vs. 
reason. The O'Flynn and Muldoon clans have feuded for 
decades, and here their antagonism is based in ideology, 
not blood. Romero also turns the film into a western, 
with men in cowboy hats facing off, while the military 
(including a lesbian and a teenager along for the ride) do 
their best to stay in one piece. A horse represents possible 
civilization: Muldoon thinks that if zombies can develop 
a taste for something other than human flesh — such as 
a stallion trapped in a pen with a shambling zombie who 
used to ride it — the nightmare may end. 

Except it never does. Diary of the Dead ended with 
a final shot that seemed to bring the entire movie into 
relevant focus, and so does Survival; it's as if Romero came 
up with these images and then wrote the scripts just to 
preface them. Romero isn't limited to a couple of shaky- 
cams this time the way he was in Diary, so the movie 
benefits from his usual whiplash editing (by Michael 
Doherty), and for the second time (after Land of the Dead) 
he shoots in crisp, super-wide 'scope. I've enjoyed each 
of Romero's Dead films — even the problematic Day of 
the Dead has its charms — and Survival proves again that 
Romero hasn't lost his touch and hasn't run out of things 
to say.

loved to sail, so in 1969, the family moved from a suburb 
of Boston to Marion. She worked as a drug counselor 
in New Bedford, and for many years was guidance 
counselor at Sippican School in Marion.
